about ten acres and a depth of sixty feet 
in some parts. The mouth of this inlet is 
to be so closed that fishes and other ma- 
rine uninials may be unable to pass 
through it, while the circulation of the 
sea water will remain unobstructed. The 
enclosure will form a natural aquarium, 
which is to be stocked with marine life 
of all kinds. 
A laboratory for students 


is to be placed on a barge anchored in 
the quarry, additional quarters being 
provided in a cottage on shore. 
This 


curious scientific aquarium is being es- 
tablished under the auspices of the Sot- 
tiih Mcteoriilogic il Society. 


The eminent Italian seismologist, Prof. 


Palinieri, attributes the Ischia disaster to 
subsidence of land consequent on the 
unusual activity of Mount Vesuvius. 


Prof. N. H. Winchell, of Minneapolis, 


gives 23,318 pounds per cubic inch as the 
average strength of Minnesota granites 
determined by crushing twenty samples. 
The records of tests applied to twenty 
specimens of New England granites give 
an average strength of only 14,948 nounds 
per cubic inch. To account for this re- 
markable difference of strength, Prof. 
Winchell suggests that the western rocki 
may have been less affected by decay than 
those of New England. 
The glacial 


period may have been greatly prolonged 
in Minnesota, leaving the granites com- 
paratively fresh through a recent grind- 
ing away of a considerable thickness.

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CLEANING BLACK SILK —One of the 


things "not generally known," at least in 
tins country, is the Parisian met'iod of 
cleaning black silk ; the -modus operandi 
is very simple, and the result infinitely 
superior to that achieved in any other 
manner. 
The silk must be thoroughly 


brushed and wiped with a cloth, then laid 
flat on a board or table and well sponged 
with hot coffee, thoroughly freed from 
sediment by being strained through mas- 
tin. The silk is sponged on the side in- 
tended to show, it is allowed to become 
partially dry, then ironed on the wrong 
side. 
The coffee removes every particle 


of grease and restores the brilliancy of 
the silk, without imparting to it either 
the shiny appearance or the crackl'y and 
papery stiffness obtained by beer, or in- 
deed any other liquid. The silk really 
nppears thickened by the process, and 
this good effect is permanent. Our read- 
ers who will experiment on,an apron or 
cravat, will never again try any other 
method.

The improvements in Bristol noted in 


the issue of August 3d appear to have 
been of considerable importance for the 
borough. 
A 
number of "low-roofed 


houses and other delapidated buildings 
on Mill street have been removed," the 
building erected by J. M. Brown and oc- 
cupied by W. and J. Allen as a clothing 
store at the corner of Pond street is pro- 
nounced as "one of the best arranged 
buildings in the place;" adjoining this 
store is the new brick residence and shop 
of Jacob McBrien, and on the corner of 
Cedar street the new brick dry goods 
store and dwelling of Thomas Callanau 
"presents an attractive appearance from 
both strei'ts." Mention is also made of 
the courso of erection of the double brick 
building for J. V. and J. II. Foster be- 
tween Wood and Cedar. The cost of 
this building when completed was esti- 
mated to be about $4*,500. 


Four stalls were rented in the Bristol 


market-house on the 5th of August. No, 
1. was runted to E. Doron for $3.50: 
No. 2. to J. Stremback for $2; No. 3. to 
C. Sulger for f 3; and No. 4 to P. Dun- 
gan for $1. 


In the issue of October 12th, the re- 


sult of the State election is chronicled ; 
in Bristol Borough the Know Nothing 
candidate for Governor, notwithstanding 
be had the cordial support of the Bucks 
County American, received but 8»votes. 
The strength of the Know Nothing party 
was shown, however, in the vote for the 
County officers, all those receiving its 
support, tonne of whom were Whigs and 
some Democrats, being elected. The fig- 
ures show that there were about 2,600 
votes belonging to that short-lived or- 
ganization. In a vote for a prohibitory 
liquor lav, at the same election, the ma- 
jority in the bounty against the proposed 
statute was 2,101; in the borough, Bris- 
tol enrolled itself on the side of temper- 
ance by a majority of 181.

sequent number of the paper we see that 


Silently, without advertising its claims, 


it has grown, within the last five years, 
from a small strugeling library to one of 
which its shareholders have every reason 
to be proud. 


To bring it to its present position has 


entailed hard work upon many connected 
with its management; but plans put in 
force during the last year have resulted 
both in an accession of readers and a fair 
increase of funds. 


These plans consisted in first, making 


the books accessible to any one by a 
small annual payment, and second, by in- 
creasing the privileges of its readers. In 
order to carry out the idea«of a public 
library any responsible person can make 
use of the books and have all the privi- 
leges of a shareholder, except ownership, 
upon the payment annually of one dollar 
and a half. 
A number of these subscrip- 


tions have been sold, and many gener- 
ously disposed have subscribed larger 
amounts. 


The library is now opened every day 


in the wcefc except Sunday, between the 
hours of five and six p. m., and Saturday 
evenings from 7i to 9. Instead of the 
old plan of allowing but one book to be 
taken on a share at the same time, a 
shareholder or subscriber can take one 
bound book and also another from the 
unbound, which consist principally of 
novels, or a magazine. This issue of the 
GAZEITE, going into every house in 
town, will find many places where sev- 
eral times the cost of a share or a sub- 
scription in the Bristol library is spent in 
weekly story papers or in other ways for 
cheap reading. 
We would advise all 


such, and we know there are many, to 
stop at the library-room and examine for 
themselves the books, as we are confident 
that any inspection will result in but one 
way, that of increasing its subscribers. 


The aim of those conducting the li- 


brary is to make it as good and useful as 
possible. To do so money is required, 
and we trust our liberal hearted citizens 
will, from time to time, give of their 
means to make it a library in every way 
sufficient and able to meet the wants of 
the whole town.

Caledonia wliure the representative of 
this paper was paying a visit to the state 
fish hatcheries. It' has been his privil-

sights within the past twenty-five years, 
but the view presented herd exceeds in 
interest anything ever before attempted. 


"How many fish are there in those 


ponds, Mr. Green 1" . 


"As we ha\ •« never attempted to count 


them it will be impossible to say. They 
extend way up into tho millons though. 
We shipped ever three millions out of 
the ponds this year and there seemed to 
be as many afterwards as before. We 
have nearly every variety of the trout 
family and many hybrids."
